General Howe. Judge Howe was 
born at Livermore, Maine, Febru- 
ary 24, 1816, and after receiving an

academic education studied law 
and was admitted to the bar. He 
was a member of the Legislature of 
Maine in 1845, in the latter part of 
which year he removed to Wiscon- 
sin, where he was elected Judge of 
the Circuit and Supreme Courts, 
and was elected to the U. 8. Senate, 
as a Union-Republican, to succeed 
Charles Durkee. He took his seat 
in 1861, and was re-elected to the 
Senate in 1867 and 1873. During 
these eighteen years he held import- 
ant committee positious, being one 
of the most prominent and influen- 
tial members of the Senate. His 
term expired March 3, 1879. The 
famous triangular contest over the 
election of his successor, and in 
which Judgg Howe, E. W. Keyes 
and Matthew Carpenter partici- 
pated, which finally ended in the 
election of Carpenter, will be 
re-called. Judge Howe re- 
turned to Green Bay, Wiscon- 
sin, where he made his home. 
He was not permitted, however, 
to remain loug in retirement. He 
was tendered by President Garfield 
the appointment as member of the 
board sent by the United States to 
represent this Gevernment in the 
International Monetary Congress at 
Paris, his associates being ex-Sena- 
tor Thurman of Ohio and William 
M. Evarts of New York. He re- 
mained abroad about six months 
and soon after his return was prom- 
inently mentioned as a possible 
member of President Arthur's Cabi- 
net. In December, 1881, be was 
tendered the Postmaster-General- 
ship, which be accepted, and to the 
duties of which he bas since de- 
voted his attention. He strongly 
favored the reduction of postage 
made by the last Congress, and has 
been largely instrumental in secur- 
ing improved mail facilities 
throughout the country,

| MORE ESCAPES. 


Dan Matheny and Charies Angelo 
Escape From the Penitentiary. 
Saturday evening the report of a 

pistol in the front yard at the State 

Prison disturbed the slumbers of the 

inmates of that usually quiet re- 

treat. The authorities were soon 
out to see what was wrovg, when 
they found Charles Angelo, a young 
man sent from Storey county for 
burglarizing the jewelry store of 

Mr. Manning, and serving a seven 

years’ sentence, in charge of the 

outside guard, when he was sup- 
to be safely locked in cell No. 

7. Upen making an investigation 

it was discovered that Angelo and 

Dan Matheny. sent from White 

Pine county in 1873 to serve a life 

sentence for murderin the second 

degree, had left their bed and board 
without just cause or provocation. 

Matheny occupied No. 37, one of 

the boiler-iron, tank cells, on the 

upper tier, three or four years ago, 
and was cutting his way out, work- 
ing at the job nights, assisted by 
his cell mates, filling the holes with 
putty to hide his work from the 
officers and guards during the day- 
time. He had his job well in hand 
when he was detected and removed 
to another cell. Since that time 
it has been one of his fondest 
ho to be placed back in 
cell No. 37. ery recently he 
succeeded in having the long-look- 
ed-for change made. Since the 
warm weather commenced Math- 
eny and Angelo, who has the rep- 
utatation of being quite an expert 
cracksman. have 4 — at work on 
the unfinished job, and late Satur- 
day night they succeeded in remov- 
ing an iron plate about 13 inches 
square from the lower or back end 
of their cell, which admitted them 
to the cell room. A few minutes 
was all the twain required to cut u. 
hole in the root and out they went 
into the open air. They had pro- 
vided themselves with moccasins, 
and could walk over the roof of the 
building without making any noise. 

The guard saw them about the same 

moment they saw him, when Math- 

eny jumped through the scuttle 
leading from the stable cells to 
bee post No. 2, on the main 

uilding, and dodged out into the 
front yard, over the back fence or 
wall and took to the brush. The

cape outof the . but being 
closely pursued by the guard in 
the prison yard he was obliged 
to drop his “grip sack.“ His moc- 
casins were soon worn out, and 
when captured he was bare-footed.
